Pll re officially calling this the Family Cinema, but don't make the mistake of 
thinking that it's only kid's stuff. With admission at only $1.00 (75¢ w/menbership), 
what we're offering is a bargain alternative to our evening shows, a sort of Off the 
Wall II, Borrowing from the best of our extensive repetoire of fine films, with so.e 
fine films new for us, and spiced with a few select features, the Family Cinema will 
be a “reel" bargain for everybody every Saturday and Sunday afternoon at 1:30 & 3:00. 

Here's a sample — the first weekend, May 20-21, offers a collection of Oscar 
shorts ("Closed Mondays," “Frank Film," “One-Eyed Men are Kings," Leisure," "“unro,” 
“The Street,” "Solo," and "The Critic"); May 27-28 brings Animal Farm, the feature 
length animation of Orwell's classic; and June 3-4 features Moving Pictures #1, the 
first of the Family Cinema animation collections, Other programs will include the 
famous special effects film, Karel Zeman's The Fabulous baron Munchausen, Nillson's 
The Point, more Moving Pictures, weird tales, comedies, and much, much, more. 


Jazz Motes 


Pa the year since assembling Rare Jazz on Film (repeated this year as Program 6 - 
see acconpanying schedule) Off the Wall has done a great deal of research into the 
history of jazz on film, and what is or is not still in existence and available to be 
shown, The result is a festival of four "new" (for us) programs, and repeats of our 
previous two jazz programs, 

Off the Wall's Jazz on Film series is not intended as a history of jazz, but as 
thematic presentations of the best historical jazz films available, Sadly, many jazz 
greats were never recorded on film, and the ones that were (especially in the Thirties 
and Forties) were often forced into ridiculous little comedies and/or varieties that 
emphasized seemingly everything but the music. Many older films have been irretrievably 
lost due to apathy and neglect. There are also problems with more contemporary 
performers and performances. Although videotapes and films are in existence of such 
major artists as Charlie Parker, John Coltrane, Niles Davis, and many more, they are 
-either in private collections only or in the New York Jazz Museum and not available 
for commercial showings. l 

One of the good things we did find, however, are the Snader Telescriptions - 
musical fillers for the "dead" spots of early (c. 1950) television. Numerous jazznen 
(for our festival most notably Ellington, Basie, and Hampton) were recorded in a studio 
as they performed, straight ahead with no dubbing, no comics, no plot, just Jazze 
Other valuable, no nonsense, straight recordings are the Louis Armstrong and Duke 
Ellington Concerts, The Swinging, Singing Years and the Newport Jazz Festival (1962), 
all in full color except the latter. 

Off the Wall's Jazz on Film Series is the culmination of a year's research and 
screenings, the nuggets sifted from hours of film from many different sources, We 
won't stop looking, though - even now we are lining up more material for next year. 

The most popular programs of this series will be repeated after Program 6, so watch 
for further announcements. To encourage you to come to the entire Festival, Off the 
Wall will have a special + price sale on memberships (Lifetime will be $2.50, One- 

Year will be $1.50). We hope you enjoy and appreciate the chance to see these rare 

and classic performances. l

Reluctantly, Off the Wall has raised ticket and membership prices beginning 
with the program of Herzog shorts, Although we are in no immediate danger, 
circumstances and rising costs in general have conspired to make a price 
increase inevitable, 


Because of both the nature of our business and our out of the way location, 
our advertising costs are unusually high relative to our small seating 
capacity. Film rentals in general, especially for quality new films, are up. 
The increase in the minimum wage, and the hiring of a full-time food person 
and weekend manager have significantly increased our payroll. More 
significantly from a long term standpoint, we have yet to begin to pay off 
the considerable initial cost of establishing Off the Wall. 


Off the Wall is not absentee owned. Each of the three owners works at the 
shows several days a week, and each of the programs of short films have 
been compiled, programmed, and promoted by Off the Wall. 


We hope that you will take advantage of the still inexpensive periods in 


our new price structure.
